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Friendly Reminder: Refuse and Recycling Collection Rules 
 

✓ Public Works only collects refuse (trash) if it is set out in a container with a tight-fitting lid.  Public Works DOES NOT collect 

refuse if it is set out in a bag alone at the curb. 

✓ Refuse and recycling must be ready for collection by 6:00 a.m. 

✓ Any materials such as broken glass, nails, or other sharp objects must be placed in a durable container before being placed in the 

collection container to protect the employee’s health and safety. 

✓ Bamboo is considered refuse, not yard waste, and must be cut in 4-feet lengths then tied in bundles and placed next to the refuse 

container. 

✓ Town residents can dispose of electronic items through the City of Greenbelt’s quarterly drop-off event. 

✓ Leaves are collected from the curb in November and December.  During all other months, leaves and other yard waste must be 

bagged for collection in appropriate containers such as paper yard waste bags available for purchase at local hardware stores, or 

tied in bundles. 

✓ Public Works will collect the following items only after making a request to the Town Office and paying the applicable fee: 

   Appliances 

   Bulk waste, such as furniture and rugs 

   Items left behind from the previous tenant or occupant 

   Motor vehicle parts and accessories up to 50 pounds and free of any hazardous materials 

   Tires

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follow the current AMTRAK route through 
New Carrollton. 

In discussion, Mayor Jewitt and CM Ras-
mussen agreed that they are sympathetic 
to Greenbelt’s opposition to the J and J-1 
alignments, but support the concept of 
the MAGLEV project. MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
informed that the 10-billion-dollar project 
is a federal-private partnership, and that 
the train would ultimately extend to New 
York and shorten travel time to 1 hour. 
The State of Maryland has expressed 
concerns, and the Prince George's 
County Council as well as the City of 
Greenbelt are opposed. The Council 
agreed to wait to be provided a draft let-
ter before making a decision. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy explained that the third 
letter would also be drafted by the City of 
Greenbelt and requests the Four Cities to 
oppose the widening of I-270, I-495 and 
the BW Parkway recently proposed by 
Governor Hogan's administration. Green-
belt argues that these projects would not 
relieve congestion but encourage more 
driving and increase suburban sprawl. 
Greenbelt believes the money should 
instead be used to improve public trans-
portation. MPT Kulpa-Eddy said that wid-
ening the BW Parkway had been pro-
posed in 2012, and eventually aban-
doned. Berwyn Heights may have written 
a letter in 2012 opposing the project at 
that time. 

The Council asked TA Cowles to find out 
if a study has been done justifying these 
projects. CM Rasmussen said that he 
would support Greenbelt on the BW 
Parkway widening but not necessarily 
oppose all widening. MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
said she is inclined to join opposition to 
the widening of the Beltway since the 
Purple Line would serve commuters in 
this area. No decision was made. 

2. Discussion Items 

Emergency Operations Plan review: 
TA Cowles said that she incorporated the 
Council's comments from the last 
worksession into the Emergency Opera-
tions Plan (EOP) now before the Council. 
Two remaining issues include: 1) an or-
der of succession in the event the Mayor 
and Mayor Pro Tem are not available to 
declare an emergency, which should be 
addressed through changes in the Town 
Charter; and 2) clarification of the role of 
the Neighborhood Watch/ Emergency 
Preparedness (NW/EP) Committee and 
the Berwyn Heights CERT. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy offered a series of addi-
tional corrections and clarifications. They 
were discussed by the Council and ap-
proved with minor modifications. The 

EOP will be up for adoption at the No-
vember 8 Town Meeting. TA Cowles will 
find out if the adopted EOP needs to be 
registered with County and State agen-
cies. 

Town organizations policy update: Mayor 
Jewitt said she requested an update on 
the Town organizations policy, which the 
Council has been working on since 
spring. CM Shields, who is the lead on 
the policy but is absent tonight, provided 
a report. TA Cowles said she revised the 
policy after the Council last discussed it 
to make it flow better, but the content 
reflects CM Shields’ thinking; he used 
the City of Greenbelt’s organizations 
policy as a template. 

The proposed policy differentiates be-
tween 3 classes of Town organizations. 
“Recognized Organizations” are listed 
first, followed by “Groups” and “Clubs.” A 
list of 14 eligibility requirements for Rec-
ognized Organizations was moved up to 
follow the definition of a Recognized 
Organization. Groups are defined as 
having a formal structure, but no formal 
recognition from the Town government 
via an ordinance or a resolution. Some 
requirements for Groups include holding 
regular meetings open to the public, 
having appropriate policies in place, and 
having at least 7 members. The Council 
agreed to remove the numerical require-
ment for 7 members. 

Mayor Jewitt highlighted, and the Coun-
cil discussed, several provisions relating 
to Recognized Organizations that will 
require more thought:  

 Prohibiting Councilmembers and 
certain Town staff from holding lead-
ership positions in a Recognized 
Organization; 

 Requiring Recognized Organiza-
tions to have insurance; 

 Prohibiting free use of Town facilities 
for religious, partisan or income-
generating activities; and 

 Requiring background checks for 
staff, contractors or volunteers en-
trusted with the care of children.    

Additionally, Recognized Organizations 
might be required to comply with all fed-
eral and state non-discrimination laws. 
Clarification is needed whether religious 
or partisan organizations can become 
Recognized Organizations. TA Cowles 
was requested to have the Town attor-
ney review the document now. Comple-
tion is planned for the FY 2019 budget 
process. 

Mayor Jewitt announced that, following 
the passing of Town Attorney Shay this 

W orksession 

November 6, 2017 

The meeting was called to order at 7:10 
p.m. Present were Mayor Cheryl Jewitt, 
Mayor Pro-Tem (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs) Patricia 
Dennison, and Christopher Rasmussen. 
CM Gerald Shields had an excused ab-
sence. Also present were Town Adminis-
trator (TA) Jessica Cowles and Clerk 
Kerstin Harper. 

1.  Action Items 

Four Cities letters: MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
presented 3 Four Cities letters on which 
support from Berwyn Heights is request-
ed. The first letter was drafted by the 
City of College Park and requests sup-
port for improvements at the intersection 
of Route 1 and the Capital Beltway, 
which is heavily congested during rush 
hours and dangerous for pedestrians 
crossing Route 1. The area was identi-
fied through a 2014 SHA Candidate 
Safety Improvement Sections Report to 
address the high number of rear-end 
and sideswipe crashes on the collector-
distributer lane merge areas of I-495, as 
well as rear-end collisions at Route 1 
and Edgewood Road. However, the City 
was informed in a September 19, 2017, 
letter that the project had been canceled. 
The letter asks the Maryland Department 
of Transportation (MDOT) to resume a 
modified project. 

In discussion, Mayor Jewitt asked why 
the project was canceled and if moving 
the project up on MDOT's funding priori-
ties list would affect any SHA improve-
ment projects directly affecting Berwyn 
Heights. MPT Kulpa-Eddy did not know 
this information. She moved and CM 
Rasmussen seconded to table the deci-
sion to sign the letter of support until the 
November 20 worksession, while TA 
Cowles will seek to find out why the pro-
ject was canceled, and if any SHA pro-
jects closer to Berwyn Heights would be 
negatively affected. The motion passed 
5 to 0. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy explained that the City 
of Greenbelt is seeking support from the 
Four Cities for a letter, yet to be drafted, 
opposing the proposed MAGLEV pro-
ject. Greenbelt has already written a 
letter opposing the project, speaking 
only for itself. Two of the MAGLEV 
routes (J and J-1 alignment) would fol-
low the BW Parkway and pass very near 
Greenbelt. Although the plans call for the 
tracks to be underground in this area, 
Greenbelt fears negative impacts from 
vibration, noise and accessory struc-
tures. There are alignments that would 
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summer, the practice of Brennan, 
McKenna, Mitchell & Shay is also losing 
Acting Town Attorney Karen Ruff. TA 
Cowles is searching for a new legal 
counsel. 

PRECA aide update: TA Cowles in-
formed that the Town received several 
applications for the position of Parks and 
Recreation aide. Interviews are sched-
uled for November 9. 

Recycling bin survey results: TA 
Cowles announced that residents sub-
mitted 85 responses to the survey on 
recycling and recycling bins that was 
included in the October Bulletin. The 
question “What would encourage you to 
recycle more? had the following re-
sponses: 37% more education; 27% bins 
with wheels; 15% bigger bin; 9% fre-
quent collection; 6% enforcement; 6% 
other. The question “are you willing to 
pay an additional $50 in taxes for recy-
cling bins with wheels and attached lid?” 
received the following responses: 42% 
no; 36% yes; 22% maybe. It was agreed 
to discuss the results at the next 
worksession. 

Public Works director search: TA 
Cowles reported that the Town received 
many applications for the Public Works 
director from well-qualified candidates. 
She plans to hold a first round of inter-
views with the qualified applicants this 
week and bring back the finalists for a 
second round of interviews with the 
Council. It is expected that a new direc-
tor will be hired by the end of December. 

Legislative dinner agenda (added 
item): The Council following identified 
the following items for the legislative 
dinner agenda: WSSC rate structure; 
Small cell facilities regulation; role of 
Public Service Commission; HUR pre-
dictable funding streams; storm water 
system upgrades. 

3. Announcements/ Department Re-

ports/ Citizen Comments 

Mayor Jewitt announced that Halloween 
Trick or Treat went well, thanks to BHPD 
and NW/EP Committee patrolling. She 
received a citizen comment about publi-
cizing the street sweeper schedule on 
cable TV and the website. Mayor Jewitt 
further reported that she was dismayed 
at the manner in which a resolution on 
the Deferred Action for Childhood Arri-
vals (DACA) policy was passed at the 
last Prince George’s County Municipal 
Association (PGCMA) meeting. Those 
present were not given the opportunity to 
bring the decision back to their Councils 
to discuss this important decision despite 
strong objection. Of 17 municipalities 

represented, 9 voted for the resolution 
and 8 abstained. MPT Kulpa-Eddy sug-
gested that members may want to re-
view PGCMA bylaws to check whether 
the board is following the rules, and pos-
sibly consider leaving the organization, if 
the board remains unresponsive. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that she at-
tended a WSSC hearing, where a new 
set of rate structure proposals was pre-
sented. At the last Four Cities meeting, 
representatives from a Prince George’s 
Plaza day center for homeless people 
gave a presentation, and County Coun-
cilmember Glaros gave a preview of the 
comprehensive review draft resulting 
from the PGC zoning ordinance rewrite. 
A bee-keeping exception, accidentally 
deleted from the review draft, will be 
reinserted. Stakeholders’ comments 
should be submitted by December 15. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy further reported that 
she received Pepco door hanger offering 
tree trimming service following a brief 
power outage caused by a recent storm. 
When she called the Pepco contractor, 
she was informed that only she received 
the notice, as her home was the only 
one affected by the power outage. 

CM Rasmussen reported that he attend-
ed his first NW/EP meeting, which he 
found informative. The Committee will 
hold elections on December 6, but these 
were not advertised in the November 
Bulletin. Nor was it clear to him if there 
are rules that govern the election, setting 
forth who may stand for election and 
who may vote. The issue of whether the 
NW/EP and CERT team should have a 
clearer separation due to their different 
organizational structures was discussed. 
Also discussed was the cost of CPR/ 
First Aid training, installation of an AED 
device in the Senior Center, and an up-
coming inventory of NW/EP supplies 
stored in the emergency trailer. 

CM Rasmussen also met with Amanda 
Dewey, who chairs the Shade Tree 
Board. The group is reviewing Ordinance 
122- Urban Forest, and is contemplating 
proposing amendments to require a per-
mit for removing trees above a certain 
size on private property. He advised that 
it may be better to hold off until next year 
because the Council’s legislative calen-
dar is already full. CM Rasmussen also 
raised the issue of the Humvee, which is 
still in the Police Department parking lot, 
and the status of the Baseball and T-ball 
fields which have gone to seed. Lastly, 
he gave an update on the renovation of 
his rental property, where he had a “stop 
work” order issued because the contrac-
tor failed to obtain Town permits. He 

read a letter of apology he had the con-
struction company write to Mayor Jewitt.  

Mayor Jewitt read CM Shields’ report. 
CM Shields continues to work on the 
Town organizations policy and is plan-
ning to interview candidates for the Parks 
& Recreation aide position with TA 
Cowles this week. He thanked NW/EP 
for helping out with Halloween events 
and remains in touch with the PGC Parks 
Department about keeping the Lake Ar-
temesia park clean. 

6. Town Council Schedule 

The Council reviewed the calendar. No 
changes were made. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:37 p.m.

T own Meeting 

November 8, 2017 
The meeting was called to order at 7:04 
p.m. Present were Mayor Cheryl Jewitt, 
Mayor Pro Tem (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-Eddy, 
Councilmembers (CMs) Patricia Den-
nison, Chris Rasmussen, and Gerald 
Shields. Also present were Town Admin-
istrator (TA) Jessica Cowles, Corporal 
Scott Krouse, Code Compliance Supervi-
sor Freddie Glass, Clerk Kerstin Harper 
and citizens. 

Mayor Jewitt led the Pledge of Alle-
giance. 

1. Mayor’s Report 

Mayor Jewitt wished everyone a happy 
Veterans Day. She thanked the Town for 
sending her to the Maryland Municipal 
League fall conference in Rockville this 
year. She attended the featured work-
shop on homelessness and the opioid 
crisis and other workshops. Highway 
User Revenue restoration was again 
chosen as the MML’s legislative priority, 
with the suggestion to enlist citizens in 
lobbying state legislators through social 
media. 

Mayor Jewitt further reported that the 
Town will interview candidates for the 
Parks & Recreation aide and Public 
Works director positions in the coming 
weeks; that the Police held its full depart-
mental meeting, and that the street 
sweeper will be in Town starting Novem-
ber 20. A citizen suggested publicizing 
street sweeping dates on Twitter. 

Mayor Jewitt commented she was un-
happy about the proceedings of the Oc-
tober 19 Prince George’s County Munici-
pal Association (PGCMA) meeting. The 
board insisted on holding a vote on a 
resolution to support the Deferred Action 
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for Childhood Arrivals (DACA) program. 
The resolution contained a number of 
editorial comments and disparaging re-
marks about the President, which she 
felt uncomfortable supporting. Of 17 
municipal representatives present, 9 
voted for the resolution and 8 abstained 
because they would have liked to first 
consult with their councils on the matter. 

2. Minutes 

Clerk Harper read a summary of the 
October 11 Town meeting minutes. On a 
motion by CM Dennison and second by 
CM Rasmussen, the minutes were ap-
proved 5 to 0. 

3. Department Reports 

Administration: TA Cowles gave the 
Treasurer’s report for October, as Treas-
urer Rodriguez was absent. In Admin-
istration Department news, TA Cowles 
reported that she is working with Andrew 
Fellows, Community Outreach Program 
Manager of the University of Maryland, 
on developing the Town’s sustainability 
projects list, which should be completed 
within the next couple of weeks. The 
State Department of Housing & Commu-
nity Development (DHCD) has informed 
her that the Town will be notified about 
its Sustainable Communities designation 
application in January 2018. TA Cowles 
continues to act as Public Works Direc-
tor, while working on recruiting a new 
director. Further, the priority 1 sidewalks 
project has been closed out, the FY 
2017 audit has been completed, and 
employee performance evaluations are 
in progress. 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported that she at-
tended a number of workshops and 
hearings. WSSC held a hearing on 5 
new rate structure alternatives to replace 
the current one, which has been ruled as 
too preferential to low-volume custom-
ers. The Council reviewed the proposed 
rate structures, and submitted comments 
expressing its preference for a tiered 
system that has the least financial im-
pact on a 3-person residential house-
hold, the category most likely to include 
residents on fixed incomes. At a Four 
Cities meeting in Greenbelt, attendees 
received a presentation on a homeless 
persons’ day center near the Prince 
George’s Plaza Metro station and an 
update on the PGC zoning ordinance 
rewrite. Several projects affecting the 
Four Cities and related letters of com-
ment were also discussed, including 
routes for a proposed Super Conducting 
MAGLEV train, the widening of I-270, I-
495 and the BW Parkway, and a Route 1
-Edgewood Road intersection improve-
ment project. On October 26, the M-

NCPPC Planning Department held a 
Town Hall on the zoning ordinance re-
write, and answered questions about the 
comprehensive review draft released in 
September. The Council will consider 
whether to submit further comments by 
the December 15 deadline. 

Code Compliance: Supervisor Glass 
gave the Code Compliance report for 
October. A total of 55 property violations 
were issued, as well as 13 building per-
mits, 15 dumpster permits and 44 rental 
licenses. Two new rental properties were 
registered and vacant properties num-
bered 8. 

In response to CM Rasmussen, Supervi-
sor Glass explained how the Code De-
partment handles code violations related 
to spreading bamboo. Often, bamboo 
spreads over multiple properties and it is 
no longer possible to determine where it 
started. If there are complaints, the Code 
Department asks neighboring property 
owners to contain bamboo within 2 feet 
of their property line. However, if all af-
fected neighbors come to a written 
agreement to let their bamboo stand 
remain as-is, the Code Department will 
not demand containment. He does not 
have an update on how a bamboo prob-
lem between neighbors in the 6200 block 
of Pontiac Street was resolved. 

In response to MPT Kulpa-Eddy, Super-
visor Glass said that he investigates any 
incidents of excess water running in the 
curbs to determine if it is a water line 
break, an illegal discharge or runoff from 
a spring. If it is a watermain break, he 
notifies WSSC. WSSC will normally re-
place only the section of pipe where the 
break occurred. 

CM Rasmussen wished all a happy Vet-
erans Day and noted that a veteran’s 
memorial (Phillips-Kleiner Post) at Route 
1 and Route 193 is laid out in such a 
manner that the sun’s shadow will point 
to the American flag at 11 a.m. on No-
vember 11. He congratulated all those 
recently elected to serve on the College 
Park and Greenbelt city councils. Mayors 
Wojahn and Jordan were re-elected and 
Colin Byrd, a 24-year old citizen activist, 
was newly elected to the Greenbelt city 
council. 

Further, CM Rasmussen reported that he 
attended his first NW/EP Committee 
meeting. He learned that an AED is on 
order for the Senior Center, that an in-
ventory of the emergency trailer is 
scheduled for November 17, and that the 
Paint ‘n Sip event raised $1,257. He 
noted that the ball fields at Sports Park 
and Indian Creek Park are going to seed 

and wondered if they are being turned 
over to other uses. Lastly, he gave an 
update on the renovation of his Ruatan 
Street rental property, where he had a 
“stop work” order issued because the 
contractor neglected to get the necessary 
permits from the Town. The construction 
manager has now been replaced and a 
letter of apology was written by the com-
pany to Mayor Jewitt.  

Parks and Recreation, Education and 
Civic Affairs: CM Shields reported that 
he continues to work on a Town organi-
zations policy. The goal of the policy is to 
support the Town’s community organiza-
tions, while reducing liability risks that 
may result from their activities. He high-
lighted the results of the recycling bin 
survey, and was surprised to find that 
only 27% of respondents indicated that a 
recycling bin with wheels would make 
them recycle more, and that 42% of re-
spondents did not want to incur $50 more 
in taxes to pay for such bins.  

CM Shields thanked MPT Kulpa-Eddy for 
keeping the Town abreast of the PGC 
zoning ordinance rewrite, especially with 
regard to the bee-keeping issue, and 
NW/EP for helping ensure that Hallow-
een festivities went off without incident. 
He informed that the Boys & Girls Club is 
looking into who is responsible for main-
taining the baseball field at Sports Park 
and asked everyone to help keep the 
Lake Artemesia Park clean.  

Public Works: TA Cowles reported that 
Public Works crew has worked on in-
stalling crosswalks, tree trimming and 
removals around Pop’s Park and 58th 
Avenue. Curbside leaf collection started 
on November 1, with crews normally run-
ning the leafer in the afternoon, after they 
complete trash and recycling collections. 
She also reminded residents to place 
trash and recyclables into bins with a lid 
when setting them out for collection. The 
November Bulletin has a tear-out colored 
page that summarizes how to properly 
dispose of all refuse, to be followed by an 
every-door direct mailer in December. 
The educational campaign will be fol-
lowed by stricter enforcement of the 
Town’s refuse collection regulations. Res-
idents cooperation is appreciated. 

CM Dennison reported that the Town 
received many applications for the Public 
Works director position and has sched-
uled interviews with qualified candidates. 

Public Health and Safety: Corporal 
Krouse gave the police activities report 
for December. There were 3 Part 1 of-
fenses, compared to the 5-year average 
of 5.6, and 47 Part I offenses year-to-
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date, compared to the 5-year average of 
54.4. The Police also issued 159 state 
and municipal infractions and 39 speed 
camera tickets on Greenbelt Road, as 
opposed to 163 speed camera tickets 
issued in October of 2016. Colonel 
Krouse concluded with safety tips for the 
Thanksgiving holidays. 

4. Committee Reports 

Greem Team: Green Team member 
Diana Agonoy showed the plaque 
awarded to the Town for recertification in 
the Sustainable Maryland program, and 
thanked the Council for their support. 
The Green Team maintains a community 
garden and fulfills a number of require-
ments to qualify for Sustainable Mary-
land certification. 

Historical Committee: Clerk Harper 
announced that the Committee will hold 
its fall reception on November 12, at 
which a historic walking tour application 
will be unveiled. All are invited. 

Neighborhood Watch/Emergency Pre-
paredness: Co-chair Mike Attick report-
ed that NW/EP has a new member, who 
is a retired Colonel in the U.S. Army and 
a nurse practitioner. He also asked citi-
zens be provided a detailed statement of 
expenditures of the Town budget so that 
he can determine how much money is 
available to his Committee at this point. 
He encouraged everyone to attend the 
next meeting on December 6. The Com-
mittee is in need of new volunteers. 

Recreation Council: Recreation Council 
member Diana Agonoy reported that the 
Town holiday party will take place on 
December 2, 6 - 8 p.m., with Santa 
scheduled to arrive at 6:30 p.m. The 
Regifting party date has been set for 
January 13.  

5. Unfinished Business 

Resolution 08-2017 – Adoption of Emer-
gency Operations Plan: Mr. Attick asked 
if citizens will be allowed to comment. 
Mayor Jewitt said that no comments will 
be accepted prior to adoption tonight. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy explained that the 
Emergency Operations Plan was re-
leased for public comment in September. 
It replaces an EOP dating from 2003, 
and has been reviewed by the Police, 
Public Works and Code Compliance 
Departments, the Berwyn Heights Volun-
teer Fire Department (BHVFD) and 
members of the NW/EP Committee. It 
was further refined based on information 
obtained in an emergency management 
workshop held on September 20, and 
tested against post-action debriefs from 
Hurricane Irene. This plan is comprehen-
sive and should serve the Town well in 

who earned a college education. Further, 
Public Works could have saved a lot of 
money by painting the new crosswalks, 
instead of applying thermoplastic strips.  

Nathan Kight, 58th Avenue, asked 
whether there are any plans to under-
ground utilities. If the Town were to dig 
trenches a few homes at a time this 
could be done at a reasonable cost in a 
foreseeable future. CM Rasmussen re-
plied that moving of wires must be done 
by Pepco. The Town will check with Pep-
co to find out if they have plans for un-
dergrounding. 

Joan Hayden, Seminole Street, com-
mented by telephone, asking whether 
the Town is in the process of passing a 
new Ordinance that would require a per-
mit for cutting down trees on private 
property. CM Rasmussen replied that the 
chair of the Shade Tree Board had 
brought up this issue during a recent 
conversation. He informed her that it is 
currently not on the Council’s legislative 
agenda. The Council would not pass 
such a regulation without legal review 
and a careful consideration of the public 
benefits that might warrant a permit to 
remove mature trees on private property. 
The permit requirement would not apply 
to diseased or hazardous trees.  

Ms. Hayden further commented that the 
Council should not have adopted the 
EOP without providing the latest drafts at 
public hearings on the plan. If the EOP is 
a living document, as has been asserted, 
it should not be a problem to include the 
comments Mr. Attick made tonight. 
Mayor Jewitt replied that Mr. Attick had 
been given the opportunity to comment 
on the draft plan on several occasions 
and, if received earlier, his comments 
could have been included in this version. 
However, the Council will continue to 
review the EOP and will consider these 
comments for the next update. 

Mr. Attick said he was actually surprised 
at how good the plan is, and thanked 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy, TA Cowles and the 
Council for their efforts in putting it to-
gether. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:14 p.m.

Clerk Harper read the Resolution. A cou-
ple of minor corrections were made. CM 
Dennison moved, and CM Shields se-
conded to adopt the plan as corrected. 
The motion passed 5 to 0.

There was none. 

7. Citizens Discussion 

Mayor Jewitt said she received two com-
ments on bamboo issues and one com-
ment on the proposed Town Organiza-
tions policy. A resident said she would 
not attend the Town’s Playgroup if a 
background check was required. 

Mike Roberts, 58th Avenue, commented 
that he found the recycling information 
published in the current Bulletin very 
useful, adding that the current recycling 
bins are somewhat flimsy with handles 
breaking off with heavy use. He also 
asked if residents are allowed to set out 
clean recyclables in plastic bags, since 
they would not attract animals; pull 
weeds in the Town right-of-way if they 
are so inclined; and if the EOP would 
apply to flooding resulting from a water-
main break. MPT Kulpa-Eddy said the 
EOP would apply to flooding. 

Mike Attick commented the Council 
should consider hiring someone as Pub-
lic Works director who has experience 
and knows the Town, possibly the cur-
rent Public Works foreman. Cars parked 
in front of 2 new houses built next to the 
X-Tra gas station on 60th Avenue are 
creating a bottleneck and a problem for 
fire trucks exiting onto Greenbelt Road. 
Berwyn Heights’ recycling mandate may 
be in conflict with State law. Allowing 
property owners to let bamboo spread 
across property lines, if they are mutual-
ly agreed, conflicts with the goal to rid 
the Town of bamboo. Street sweeping 
and leaf collection schedules should be 
publicized as much as possible. Mr. At-
tick also offered several comments on 
the EOP. Mayor Jewitt said it would have 
been useful to receive Mr. Attick’s valua-
ble comments before today’s adoption of 
the EOP. 

Phil Ventura, 57th Avenue, commented 
that last year's resurfacing of Town 
streets torn up for the WSSC watermain 
replacement project was subpar, and 
may lead to premature buckling and 
heaving of the asphalt surface. A knowl-
edgeable Public Works director could 
have monitored the project and ensured 
a better outcome. He recommended the 
Council next recruit a director who has 
practical experience, rather than one 
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least 7 members was discussed and 
discarded because it requires a definition 
of what constitutes membership, which 
differs from one organization to the next. 
The question was raised why this re-
quirement should only apply to Clubs. 
The Council agreed to drop the distinc-
tion between a Club and a Group, and 
differentiate only between Recognized 
Organizations and Groups, where 
Groups would be less regulated. The 
definition of a Recognized Organization 
should include a stipulation to comply 
with all applicable non-discrimination 
policies. 

TA Cowles said the Town Attorney advis-
es that religious groups may not be ex-
cluded from becoming a Recognized 
Organization, as this policy does. Fur-
ther, the Town’s insurance carrier, Local 
Government Insurance Trust (LGIT), 
offers a Tenant-User Liability Insurance 
Program (TULIP), under which Town 
organizations can obtain liability insur-
ance for themselves, although they must 
pay for it. An insurance requirement 
might only be applied to Recognized 
Organizations or groups, which hold 
events where alcohol is served or other 
risk-prone activities are conducted. 

TA Cowles was asked to obtain clarifica-
tion if religious groups would qualify for 
Town funding, if partisan organization 
are eligible for recognition, and to pro-
vide the resolutions and ordinances that 
served to establish some Town organiza-
tions. 

PRECA aide introduction (added item): 
CM Shields announced that Stephen 
Isler, Goucher Drive, was selected as the 
assistant to the Parks, Recreation, Edu-
cation & Civic Affairs (PRECA) Depart-
ment. He asked him to introduce himself.  

Mr. Isler said he moved to Berwyn 
Heights about 3 years ago and has been 
teaching in Prince George’s County 
schools for more than 5 years. His back-
ground is in communication, budgets and 
fundraising. He responded to the adver-
tisement for the recreation aide in the 
Bulletin because he felt the position 
matched his skills and interest in building 
a strong community. 

Recycling bin survey results: CM 
Shields reported the recycling bin survey 
yielded some surprising results. The 
question “What would encourage you to 
recycle more?” had 37% respond “more 
education,” and only 27% “bins with 
wheels,” while the majority, or 42%, said 
they would not want to pay an additional 
$50 in taxes for recycling bins with 
wheels and attached lid. He thought 

Regular Meeting 

The meeting was called to order at 7:05 
p.m. Present were Mayor Cheryl Jewitt, 
Mayor Pro-Tem (MPT) Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmembers (CMs) Patricia 
Dennison, Christopher Rasmussen, and 
Gerald Shields. Also present were Town 
Administrator (TA) Jessica Cowles and 
Clerk Kerstin Harper. 

1.  Action Items 

Four Cities letter – Route 1& Edge-
wood Rd interchange: TA Cowles said 
that the City of College Park requested 
the support of the Four Cities for im-
provements at the intersection of Route 
1, Edgewood Road and the Capital Belt-
way off-ramp, which is heavily congest-
ed during rush hours. The Maryland 
Department of Transportation (MDOT) 
identified the area as a candidate for 
safety improvements in 2014, but can-
celed the project because data showed 
that crashes occurred on the main line of 
I-495, rather than the Collector Distribu-
tor Lanes at the College Park exit. Col-
lege Park is asking MDOT to resume a 
modified project. TA Cowles has not 
found any potentially negative impact on 
MDOT projects located near Berwyn 
Heights that might result from resuming 
the Route 1 project. 

Mayor Jewitt indicated she has no fur-
ther objections to signing the letter, and 
asked for a motion to take the matter 
from the table. CM Shields so moved. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy seconded. The motion 
passed 5 to 0. CM Rasmussen moved 
and CM Dennison seconded to approve 
Berwyn Heights signing the letter of sup-
port. The motion passed 5 to 0. 

Four Cities letter – I-270, I-495 and MD
-295: TA Cowles provided the Council 
with an MDOT fact sheet on the pro-
posed Interstate widening projects, as 
well as a 2012 study on the proposed 
widening of the BW Parkway (MD-295). 
She could not locate a 2012 letter by 
Berwyn Heights opposing the project. 
Mayor Jewitt said that she is not in favor 
of signing a Four Cities letter opposing 
all three widening projects and would 
like to see a draft letter first. CM Shields 
agreed. CM Rasmussen he would not 
support a blanket opposition to all wid-
ening projects. MPT Kulpa-Eddy said 
she would sign on to opposing the wid-
ening of BW Parkway because it may 
result in increased traffic on Greenbelt 
Road, as well as widening of I-495 for 
the purpose of building toll lanes, as this 
may displace plans to get a full I-495 
interchange at Greenbelt Station. 

MPT Kulppa-Eddy moved and CM Den-
nison seconded to table a decision until 
a draft Four Cities letter is available. The 
motion passed 5 to 0. 

Four Cities letter – MAGLEV train: 
Mayor Jewitt said that the City of Green-
belt has asked the Four Cities to sign a 
letter, not yet provided, opposing the 
proposed construction of a MAGLEV 
train, Two of the MAGLEV routes (J and 
J-1 alignment) would follow the BW 
Parkway and pass through Greenbelt. 
Although the plans call for the tracks to 
be underground in this area, Greenbelt 
fears negative impacts from vibration, 
noise and accessory structures. She is 
inclined not to sign onto this letter. MPT 
Kulpa-Eddy said that Berwyn Heights 
might see impacts from the train. Fur-
ther, no Prince George’s community 
would benefit because the closest stop 
would be Union Station. CM Shields said 
he would not want Berwyn Heights to 
sign the letter because he favors a high-
speed public transportation option be-
tween D.C. and eventually NY City. The 
most problematic routes have already 
been taken off the table. 

CM Shields moved and CM Dennison 
seconded to table a decision until a draft 
Four Cities letter is available.  

2. Discussion Items 

Town organizations policy update: 
CM Shields provided an updated version 
of the proposed Town organization poli-
cy. It would set up 3 tiers of Town organ-
izations: Recognized Organizations, 
Groups and Clubs. To obtain recognition 
status an organization must meet a se-
ries of 14 requirements. If they are met, 
the organization may apply for recogni-
tion status from the Town Council and, if 
approved, becomes eligible to request 
Town funding through the budget pro-
cess. The policy also sets forth proce-
dures for requesting and managing 
these funds. 

In discussion, the Council debated the 
merits of requiring background checks of 
members of a Recognized Organization. 
The provision had been included to pro-
tect children from possible abuse. How-
ever, some volunteers in Town organiza-
tions have voiced opposition to the re-
quirement, and organizations which pro-
vide services for children already have 
procedures in place to deal with the risk 
of abuse. The Council agreed to remove 
the requirement from the policy, and 
instead seek advice from the Town attor-
ney as to whether the Town can stipu-
late that it will not assume liability in this 
case.A provision that a Club have at 
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more people would want the bins with 
heels based on the comments he re-
ceived. 

The Council agreed that most residents 
would probably favor bins with wheels if 
the Town were to pay for them out of 
current taxes. The Town currently pro-
vides residents with recycling bins that 
cost around $20 per unit, but have no 
wheels. The Town might charge resi-
dents who want a $50 bin with wheels 
$30 to make up the difference. A com-
pelling reason for the Town to invest in 
wheeled recycling bins for all house-
holds would be a transition to the auto-
mated pickup of bins. However, this is 
not planned for the near future. It was 
agreed to resume deliberations and 
make a decision on recycling bins at the 
next worksession. 

Priorities for ordinance revision: The 
Council agreed to take up ordinance 
revisions in the following sequence: Eth-
ics Ordinance, mandated by the State; 
Animal Ordinance; and Clean Lot Ordi-
nance, possibly in combination with the 
Refuse Ordinance to create one Proper-
ty Maintenance Ordinance. 

PGCMA legislative dinner attendance: 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy will attend the dinner. 

3. Minutes 

On a motion by CM Shields seconded by 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy, the October 2 work 
session minutes were approved 5 to 0. 
On a motion by CM Shields and second 
by CM Dennison, the October 16 work 
session minutes were approved 5 to 0. 

4. Announcements/ Department Re-

ports/ Citizen Comments 

Mayor Jewitt announced that the Council 
completed the interviews for the Public 
Works director and will make an an-
nouncement at a later date; that Chief 
Antolik completed the interviews for the 
police clerk; that the street sweeper will 
be in Town this week; that NW/EP com-
pleted the inventory for the emergency 
trailer; and that the Historical Committee 
held a fall reception at which a new his-
toric walking tour app was unveiled. She 
also reported that she had a meeting 
with Code Supervisor Glass, TA Cowles 
and CM Rasmussen to talk about im-
proving communication about code is-
sues. Lastly, long-time resident Gloria 
Archibald passed away.  

MPT Kulpa-Eddy attended the last 
PGCMA meeting, at which M-NCPPC 
Planning Coordinator Chad Williams 
provided an update on the PGC zoning 
rewrite, which will inform a letter of com-
ment on the comprehensive review draft 

she is preparing for the Council. Another 
presentation was given by the Training 
Group, which offers computer and office 
training for municipalities; and the Mayor 
of Bowie, G. Frederick Robinson, 
stopped by to report that a marijuana 
dispensary will be opening in Bowie.

CM Rasmussen reported that in the 
meeting with Code Supervisor Glass and 
TA Cowles, they strategized about how 
to best deal with a resident who has ac-
cumulated thousands of dollars in fines, 
using the code compliance model. They 
also discussed bamboo issues and leaf 
collection. Further, he participated in the 
inventory of the emergency trailer last 
Friday, which produced a comprehen-
sive list of supplies that will be entered 
into a database for continuous updating. 

CM Dennison reported that Public Works 
is busy with leaf pickup and a new direc-
tor is in the process of being hired. CM 
Shields reported that the Town held a flu 
shot clinic on November 8. A PRECA 
aide has been hired and is assisting him 
draft the Town organizations policy. A 
copy has been sent to all organization 
contacts. He received 2 citizen com-
ments, one opposed to the background 
check provision in the organization poli-
cy, and another on the timely posting of 
updates to policy documents the Council 
is working on.

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The Harris Kit Home, Continued 

In the October 2017 Bulletin, the BHHC ran an article about the Harris M-1007 kit home 

located at 8409 58th Avenue. Further research brought to light some interesting information 

about its first owners, the Moultons. Prior to buying the house, Catherine Moulton (1874-

1938) was married to Francis Moulton (1868-1909), who worked as an oysterman off 

Hooper’s Island in the Chesapeake Bay. Together they had 5 children: twin girls Monemia 

and Parthia, Howard, Charles and Lilly. 

Catherine, nee Fitzpatrick, was an Irish immigrant. She arrived in New York in April 1887 aboard the ocean liner City of Montreal. 

Francis, on the other hand, grew up in a prominent New England family. He was born in France to Charles Raymond and Lillie 

(Greenough) Moulton. His Moulton ancestors had first settled in Saalem, MA in the late 1600s, and their English forebears trace their 

lineage to Thomas Moulton who fought with William the Conqueror in the Battle of Hastings in 1066.  

Francis’ grand-father, Charles Frederick Moulton, was a personal friend of Louis Napoleon, who became Emperor of 

France in 1852. The Moultons owned 3 houses in and near Paris, including the Chateau de Petit Val, where Charles Jr. 

and his wife Lillie resided after their marriage. Lillie was a famous soprano and an appreciated guest at the court of Louis 

Napoleon. She gave performances in Paris’ high society and counted among her friends such important composers as 

Liszt, Wager, Rossini, Gounod and Auber. Her life in Paris and, later, as a diplomat’s wife is chronicled in two books of 

letters she published in 1911 and 1913.  

So, how did the Moulton scion Francis end up working the oyster grounds of the Chesapeake Bay? The leap is perhaps not as great 

as it might first appear. In the late 1800s, the Chesapeake Bay was experiencing an oyster boom that drew men in search of profit 

from many places, in particular New England. In the peak year of 1884, 15 million bushels of oysters were harvested in the Chesa-

peake, representing nearly half of the world’s supply. A reporter for Harper’s Magazine described the boom as “simply a mad scram-

ble carried on in 700 boats manned by 5,600 daring and unscrupulous men.” This resulted in numerous violent clashes and often 

death. The efforts of the Maryland Oyster Navy to restore order in the Chesapeake during the so-called Oyster Wars were largely inef-

fective. 

Oystering was not only dangerous, but physically exhausting. Francis died in March 1909 at the age of 41 from inflammation of the 

kidneys and acute bronchitis, possibly the result of working in the icy waters of the Chesapeake during the winter oyster season. Cath-

erine was left to raise their children. The year 1920 finds her living in Vienna, Dorchester County, where she was employed as a labor-

er, while her sons worked as farm hands. Her daughters Monemia and Parthia attended Maryland State Normal School (Towson Uni-

versity), and after graduating in 1920, purchased the Berwyn Heights house with their mother in February 1923. The house was sold 

in August 1939, a year after Catherine died. Catherine and two of her children are buried at Fort Lincoln Cemetery.
